President Gh- 
ashml survived an assassination 
bid by a former army officer 
who died in the attempt. 

According to the Iraqi age- 
ncy’s correspondent in the Ye- 
meni capital, San’a airport was 
dosed, communications links 
with the outside world were 
cut and North Yemeni leaders 
met to choose a new president. 


UN. TROOPS DRAW 
FIRE IN LEBANON 

SEDON, South Lebanon, Ju- 
ne 24 (R). — Irish troops of 
the United Nations force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL) today ca- 
me under fire from uniden- 
tified gunmen in southern 
Lebanon, an Irish officer 
said.

CAIRO, June 24 (AP). — Egypt’s foreign minister said Saturday that Egypt was drafting a new 
peace plan and said there was a “possibility” he would meet with Israel’s Foreign Minister in 
London next month. 


The announcement carried 
by Egypt's official Middle East 
News Agency said the draft 
plan would be ready within two 
days and would then be deli- 
vered to the United States. 

President Anwar Sadat met 
for two hours Saturday with 
U.S. Ambassador Hermann 
Eilts, who delivered a message 
from U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter and received a reply, the 
agency said.

Weizman says he will 
remain in government 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, June 
24 (AP). — Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman, breaking his pu- 
blic silence over his dispute 
with Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, said Friday he would not 
resign and would continue to 
fight for a moderate policy in 
the cabinet. 

Weizman also said in a tele- 
vision Interview a resumption 
of direct talks with Egypt was 
possible because he believed 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat “is sincere” in his desire for 
peace. 

Calls for Wetanan’s resign- 
ation came from Likud Party 
comrades following an outburst 
of temper during last week’s 
cabinet debate over Israel's 
future policy in the occupied 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Weizman reportedly told so- 
me cabinet members that fo- 
reign minister Moshe Dayan 
“is leading you by the nose,” 
and that the government's po- 
licy could provoke a new Mid- 
east war. 

Asked be would quit over 
the incident, Weizman said, “it 
is my duty today more than 
ever to remain in the Defence 
Ministry" to influence govern- 
ment decisions. 

Weizman’s proposal for a 
West Bank policy statement, 
requested by the United Sta- 
tes, called for acknowledging 
that Israel would negotiate the 
“fi permanent status” of the dis- 
puted zone after a five-year 


transition period. 

Weizman appeared to have a 
majority of the 19-man cabinet 
behind him in the first weeks 
of the debate, but Begin turned 
the tide towards his own more 
ambiguous position that avoid- 
ed any hint that Israel would 
ultimately negotiate over the 
West Bank’s sovereignty. 

Weizman said Sadat's mild 
reaction to the Israeli statement 
of fast Sunday “just proves I*m 
right, that he is sincere.” 

He said his policy was aimed 
at renewing the direct talks br- 
oken off last January, indicat- 
ing that Dayan and Begin ap- 
peared. to favour U.S. media- 
tion. “I believe it is still pos- 
sible to continue the peace 
process," Weizman said. 

He brushed aside a sugges- 
tion that his dispute with Be- 
gin was a power play designed 
to gain points in the fight as 
Begin’ s successor. 

“It’s not a struggle for posi- 
tion, but a struggle for beliefs,” 
he said in a brief Interview out- 
side his Tel Aviv home. “I 
will make every effort that 
what I believe in will be ac- 
cepted at least in part by the 
members of the government.” 

Weizman has avoided public 
comment since last Sunday. He 
briefly attended a debate In 
parliament Monday over the 
cabinet statement, but refused 
to speak and pointedly left the 
hall before the assembly voted 
to support the policy.

going for them at the mome- 
nt. ‘The Israelis are corner- 
ed”, and there is American 
and’ international consensus, 
he said, on the terms which 
should govern peace. These 
are : Israeli withdrawal from 
the occupied territories and 
self-determination for the Pa- 
lestinians. 

What is required now is 
for the “concerned Arab sta- 
tes" "to say collectively what 
they have been saying indivi- 
dually to insist on these 
two terms. Unless this happe- 
ns, the United States may fa- 
il to put the necessary pressu- 
re on Israel. 

“Israel can only be moved 
by the Americana”, Dr, Sha- 
rabi said. If the Israeli gover- 
nment attempted to ignore 
the U.S. and survive without 
its support, "there would be 
forces in Israel that would ri- 
se against Begin”, he cont- 
inued. 

Following Israel’s answers 
to the U.S. questions, “the ball 
is squarely in the American 
side of the court -- and they 
know it,” Dr. Sharabi said. 
The U.S. cannot continue to 
subsidise Israeli conquest.” 

Dr. Sharabi feels that it is 
now possible for the Arabs to 
confront the US. with one 
voice. “The Egyptians, the 
Saudis, the Jordanians, the 
Syrians and the Palestinians 
aQ' want peace” he said -- 
“they want it badly.” 


Dr. Sharabi feels that it is 
wishful thin k ing to suppose 
that President Nimeiry of the 
Sudan will be able to unite 
all the Arab nations at a summit 
conference. But he does feel 
it is possible that following 
the failure erf this approach, a 
smaller summit would be co- 
nvened of those Arabs who 
really need peace. 

“It is crucial,” he said “ that 
the core Arab states should get 
together as they did to deal wi- 
th the Lebanese crisis in Ri- 
yadh in 1977 -- that was the 
decisive move. The Saudi Ara- 
bians can do ft again” Dr. 
Sharabi said. They could rec- 
oncile the four main parties : 
Syria, Egypt, Jordan and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion. 

The way would then be op- 
en to a reconvenin'? nf the 

Geneva conference/ “The So- 
viet Union must have a ma- 
jor part to play,” Dr. Sharabi 
said. This is why the conce- 
pt of Geneva is stHl sound.” 

Unless the U.S. acts rapid- 
ly Dr. Sharabi believes, the 
administration will get tangled 
up with SALT negotiations, 
with Africa and then with die 
November ejections, if this ch- 
ance 1 is not seized, the next 
opportunity will not come ro- 
und again until 1980 or 1981. 
“And Israel would like nothing 
better than this”, Dr. Shara- 
bi added. 

He believes that the Ame- 
ricans are now sending out 


clear signals that they are wo- 
rking back towards Geneva. 

While he holds strong rese- 
rvations about America's ul- 
timate determination to bring 
about a truly just solution to 
the Middle East problem. Dr. 
Sharabi sees evidence of a ma- 
ssive shift in American pub- 
lic opinion fa favour of the 
Arabs which will eventually 
have its impact on decision 
making,, 

The growth of the NAAA is 
one sign of this. The establi- 
shment of the association in 
1972 was witness to a “total 
transformation in Arah-Ame- 
rican consciousness”. Dr. Sh- 
arabi said, “Before that Arab- 
Americans wanted to be lost 
in the American melting pot,” 

Ninety-five per cent of Ar- 
ab -Americans, Dr. Sharabi es- 
timates, are of Lebanese ori- 
gin, Most emigrated to the 
United States iq escaoe Ott- 
oman rule at around the tog- 
inning ol the century, and co- 
ntinued for some time to su- 
ffer from a “profound inferi- 
ority complex” within Amer- 
ican society. Since World War 
Two however there has been 
a shift in attitude, as Arab- 
Americans as well as the Arab 
states themselves have risen 
in importance and prosperity. 

The "ethnicity*' movement 
in the U.S. which led people 
to look took to their original 
cultures helped the rise in Ar- 
ab consciousness in the State*. 


But the “decisive turning po- 
int*’, according to Dr. Shara- 
bi, was the 1973 oil embargo. 

As for the non-Arab Am- 
erican public, the major eve- 
nt has been President Sadat’s 
visit to Jerusalem, 

However much Sadat's ima- 
ge has been tarnished since 
then Dr. Sharabi believed th- 
at he has left an “indelible” 
mark on American public op- 
inion. “For 30 years Israel has 
been the beleaguered Western 
frontier state, the David fa- 
cing Goliath, the little coun- 
try of laughing children. On 
foie other side has been the 
cruel, underdeveloped Arab, 
not viewed as an individual but 
as these vast hordes, surround- 
ing Israel and bent on its des- 
truction,” he said. 

To have that image chanr 
ge", Dr. Sharabi went on,” 
is a tremendous achievement, 
... and one which Arab peo- 
ple here under-rate.” 

At the same time. Dr. Sha- 
rabi does not attempt to play 
down foe strength of the Is- 
raeli lobby, “In most consti- 
tuencies he said,” “there are 
very small very active and fin- 
ancially very generous”, lobb- 
ies of pro-Israelis, who maint- 
ain an extraordinarily power- 
ful grip on politics, “Only. if 
non-Jews change their perce- 
ption can they break this ho- 
ld,” Dr. Sharabi said,

Syrians charge 
Americans aim 
to rescue Sadat 


DAMASCUS, June 24 (R). 
— Damascus Radio said to- 
day that the latest U.S. ef- 
fort to resolve the Middle 
East crisis is ahned at res- 
cuing Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat rather than 
achieving peace. 

The state- controlled radio 
apparently referring to a 
Washington announcement 
that U.S. Vice President 
Walter Mondale will meet 
Egyptian and Israeli leaders 
within the next ten days to 
get the stalled peace talks 
between them going again. 

"Whatever Washington do- 
es to save Sadat, it is doub- 
tful it will achieve any suc- 
cess in tackling the Middle 
East crisis,” the commenta- 
ry added. 


Qadhafi 
meets with 
leaders of 
Hungary 


BUDAPEST, June 24 (R). — Li- 
byan leader Muammar Qadhafi, 
on an official tour of Soviet 
Bloc capitals, today reviewed 
international issues with Hun- 
garian Communist Party leader 
Janos Kadar. 

The Hungarian MTI news 
agency said the two leaders bri- 
efed each other on the state 
of their own countries and dis- 
cussed ways of multiplying eco- 
nomic links, particularly in ar- 
ming and industry. 

The talks were also attend- 
ed by Hungarian President Pal 
Losonczi and ministers from 
both sides responsible for fo- 
reign. trade, agriculture and in- 
dustry. 

At a dinner for the visiting 
Libyan delegation last night. 
President Losonczi praised Col. 
Qadhafi as “a vanguard of an- 
ti-imperialist forces of the Arab 
World and Africa.” 

Col. Qadhafi, who arrived 
here yesterday after stops in 
Sofia and Prague, replied that 
progressive movements in Afri- 
ca must band together to th- 
wart Imperialist manoeuvres: 
endangering peace in the re- 
gion. 

The Libyan leader is due to 
leave Hungary on Monday for 
his first official visit to East 
Germany. 


CHINESE OFFICIAL 
ARRIVES IN KUWAIT 

KUWAIT. June 24 (R). — Chi- 
nese Vice Foreign Minister Ho 
Ying arrived here today for 
talks with Kuwaiti leaders on 
bilateral relations and regional 
Issues.

Sadat proposed the Idea last 
month as an alternative to ne- 
gotiating with Israel for the 
creation of a Palestinian state 
in the land seized during the 
1967 war - - an idea Israel has 
rejected. 

Asked about reports that he 
and Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan would meet in 
London in July, Kamel was 
quoted by the Middle East 
News Agency as saying “it is 
a possibility.” 

The peace talks, stalled sin- 
ce last January, have been fur- 
ther hampered by Israel’s rep- 
ly to American questions on 
the future of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip.

Mr. Mondale begins a four- 
day visit to Israel next Thurs- 
day for talks with Israeli lead- 
ers and to take part fa the 30th 
anniversary celebrations of the 
founding of Israel. He then files 
here for brief talks with Mr. 
Sadat 

Egyptian officials here argue 
that the return of the West 
Bank to temporary Jordanian 
administration could induce 
Jordan to join the peace talks, 
so for conducted exclusively 
between Egypt and Israel. 

Mr. Mondaie’s stop-over In 
Egypt is seen here as stressing 
President Carter's determina- 
tion to continue Intensified co- 


ntacts to restart the talks des- 
pite Israel's less than positi- 
ve reply to the U.S. questions. 

Earlier this week Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Kamel said

They said that whfre peace 
talks between the two countries 
were broken off in January 
when President Sadat ordered 
his delegation to walk out of 
the political committee talks in 
Jerusalem. Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman and Egyptian 
War Minister Mohammad Ab- 
dul Ghani Gamassl exchange 
messages at least once every 
two days, including direct tele- 
phone conversations. 

At the same time, Israel ma- 
intains a military mission in 
Egypt, a leftover from the mi- 
litary committee talks earlier 
this year. The nine-man deleg- 
ation is regularly changed and 
last Monday a new team head- 
ed by Col. Yaacov Heychal left 
by direct flight for an Egyp- 
tian military camp near Alexan- 
dria, the sources said. 


Gemayei offers self 
for Lebanese peace 


BEIRUT, June 24 (Agencies). — 
A rightwing political party le- 
ader offered his life Saturday 
in exchange for peace between 
warring rightist factions in 
Lebanon. 

The offer was made by 73- 
year-old Pierre Gemayei, leader 
of the Phalangist Party, whose 
members were accused of kil- 
ling Tony Franjieh, the son of 
former President Suleiman Fra- 
njieh, and Tony’s wife and dau- 
ghter on June 13 at their mou- 
ntain resort of Ehden. 

The elder Franjieh, who heads 
the "giants” Christian militia 
gave Pbalangists a 17-day ulti- 
matum, expiring June 30, to 
either quit the party or leave 
the whole region, of Zghartha 
in north Lebanon. Zghartha. 
110 kms. north of Beirut, is 
the hometown and power base 
of the Franjieh clan. 

The ultimatum sparked fears 
that Franjieh planned to decla- 
re a war against the Phalangist 
Party next month to avenge 
his son and 38 other followers 
killed in the Ehden assault. 

Pope Paul VI and other re- 
ligious and political leaders are 
trying to head off a collision 
between the two sides. 

“I told mediators that inste- 
ad of seeking me out to kin 
me, I am ready to g ©to Zgha- 
rta myself and tell them there : 
‘Kill me If this would settle the 
conflict and end vendetta.’ I 
offer this as a solution,” said 
Gemayei in an interview publi- 


shed by the independent Beirut 
magazine Usbu Al Arab!. 

There was no immediate res- 
ponse to the offer from the 
Franjiebs. 

UN. envoy 

Mean-while, U.N. Secretary 
Genera! Kurt Waldheim today 
sent a senior aide to the Mid- 
dle East to try to strengthen 
the hand of U-N. peace-keeping 
forces in southern Lebanon. 

Diplomatic sources at the 
UN. said James Jonah will try 
to work out arrangements for 
the deployment of U. N. troops 
in areas where they are barred 
despite the Israeli pullout. 

The official announcement 
said Dr. Jonah, a director in 
the Office of the Under-Secre- 
taries General for special Poli- 
tical Affairs, would “review 
current matters relating to the 
operation UNIFIL” -- the Uni- 
ted Nations force in Lebanon. 

Dr. Jonah will confer with 
representatives of governments 
and other parties directly con- 
cerned. including the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. 

Diplomatic sources said he 
would not deal directly with 
the Lebanese Christian militia 
but only with the government 
of Lebanon. He will also see 
Israeli officials and the UN. 
commanders. 

Dr. Jonah of Sierra Leone 
must report back to Mr. Wald- 
heim next week. 


Firepower display 
backs Carter call 
to Soviet Union 


HOUSTON, Texas, June 24 (R). 
— The U.S. Army today asse- 
mbled 3,000 troops, along with 
tanks, missiles, planes and ar- 
tillery, for a firepower display 
to be watched by visiting Pre- 
sident Carter. 

The demonstration was plan- 
ned as foe final event in a 
two-day visit to Texas during 
which Mr. Carter has declared 
that he would not allow the 
U.S. to to pushed around by 
the Soviet Union. 

The White House said the 
$2J» million show was neces- 
sary for the president's apprai- 
sal bf US. defence capabilities. 

The display marks Mr. Car- 
ter’s first inspection of an army 
base since he took office 17 
months ago. although he has 
inspected air force and naval 
units. 

In a speech yesterday, he 


told the Soviet Union and Cuba 
to stop attacking his security 
affairs adviser, Zbigniew Brze- 
zinski, widely viewed as an 
advocate of hardline policies 
towards the Russians. 

Last night, the president ma- 
de an urgent appeal for con- 
gressional action on his stalled 
energy programme, saying the 
U.S. was losing influence, pres- 
tige and world leadership be- 
cause of its ever-rising energy 
consumption. 

"We are embarrassed in the 
eyas of our friends and weak- 
ened In foe eyes of our ene- 
mies,'’ he said. 

Mr. Carter said continued in- 
action on energy might further 
weaken foe U.S. dollar over- 
seas, jeopardise the fight aga- 
inst inflation at home, and aro- 
use sentiment for trade protec- 
tionism against Americans.

One has to give the Americans credit for their 
persistence in trying to keep alive the peace initiative 
of President Sadat, but it is rather sad to note that 
persistence alone does not guarantee success, and in 
this case it is a weak substitute for progress. But one 
cannot tell the Americans to give up their efforts, and 
thus the upcoming Middle East trip of U.S. Vice 
President Walter Mondale and the planned meeting in 
London between the Egyptian and Israeli foreign 
ministers, under American aegis, has to be given at 
least tacit support. It is difficult to see what will come 
out of this latest round of mediation by the 
Americans, because the Israelis have flatly rejected 
all rational proposals for peace and security put 
forward by the Arabs, the Americans and everybody 
else in the world who has thought about the matter 
for more than five minutes. Yet again, it is the 
Americans who are putting themselves in a difficult 
position, because it is they - - not the Israelis - - who 
are viewed by most of the world as the key party 
with the potential ability to prod the stalled Middle 
East peace negotiations. The Israelis so far have made 
a mockery of that principle, and one thinks that the 
Americans must be reaching the limit of their already 
abundant patience. 

It would be an exercise in futility to expect the 
Americans to step forward now with their own 
proposals - - not because they would not do so, but 
rather because it is clear that whatever the Americans 
suggest the Israelis will quickly reject and ridicule. 
How the United States has gotten itself into the 
awkward position of being unable to control the 
actions of its own client state of Israel is difficult to 
grasp, but it is the reality of the situation nevertheless. 
Mr. Mondale will discover that to his discomfort very 
soon. It is a reality that is not pleasant, and one that 
no rational person would wish for. But it is the 
reality of the day, and the United States has yet to 
show that it is willing or able to deal with it 
constructively. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


In Its editorial Saturday AI RAT expressed suspicion about 
the policy which Israeli Defence Minister Tier Weizrnan during 
recent meetings with West Bank mayors, said he intends to 
pursue in the occupied Arab territories. 

It says Mr. Weizman’a step comes after his reported reno- 
uncement of Israeli Premier Menachem Begins policy and his 
declaration that he will be devoting his time to preparing the 
Israeli army for the next war. 

Al Ra’i notes that Mr. Weizrnan started his policy with a 
large amount of liberalism when he - - to the astonishment of the 
Palestinian people - - gave West Bank leaders a free hand in 
their own affairs. But the suspicious aspect of his policy is that 
he seems to be acting independently of Mr. Be gin's government 
which, in its recent reply to the American questions, seems more 
insistent than ever on keeping the West Bank and the Gaza. Strip 
Also, Mr. Weizrnan has expressed his complete opposition to the 
Begin government's reply to the American questions. 

Thus Mr. Weizrnan’ s "game” in the West Bank, although it 
indicates possible acceptance by Israel of the application of the 
Geneva Accord of 1949 on occupied territories, appears to be 
more dangerous than any previous Israeli policy. It is an open 
policy designed to mislead world opinion and take away the 
Palestinian's trump card in the Arab- Israeli conflict 

The newspaper also thinks that Mr. Weizman’s policy is 
likely to be a new manoeuvre to drive a wedge between West 
Bankers and the rest of the Arab World by offering the first 
a choice between Arabs and Jews. 

On its pert AL DUSTOUR thinks that July will witness some 
sh arp p ressure being put on fsrael by the Unified States in an 
attempt to get the Egyptian-Israeli peace negotiations moving 
again . But the newspaper thinks the expected American, pres- 
sure. although its extent is not yet known, might be nullified 
by counter-pressure from the Zionist lobby in the White House. 

In his opinion column in A] Ra’i Saturday Jtxm'a Hammad 
says that Israel fid not really withdraw from South Lebanon, 
although its troops left the area.

Arab-American leader says collective Arab 
action must replace Sadat initiative

“Pie Israeli lobby is stren- 
gthened by die racism that Dr. 
Sharabi feels is “deeply embe- 
dded" in the unconsious of 
Western society. He believes 
fiat it not only anti-Arab 
prejudices that work in Is- 
rael’s favours but also, para- 
doxically, anti-Semitism. To 
give the Jews a powerful st- 
ate "is one way of getting th- 
em off your back,, 1 Dr. Sha- 
rabi said. 

The Israeli lobby has the 
added strength that after 1967 , 
**90 to 95 per cent of all Jews 
in the U-S. fell under fie lea- 
dership of fie Zionist mov- 
ement, became plugged into 
Israel. “Does that sound wi- 
ld to you ... ?" Dr. Sharabi 
asked. "It isn’t”. 

“The (U.S.) administration 
is not unhappy fiat this lo- 
bby exists". Dr. Sharabi went 
on. “it can use it to justify 
positions that would be totally 
unacceptable from fie Arab 
point of view. I do not think 
that any American politician 
is interested in opposing Zi- 
onist or Jewish forces in any 
fundamental way,” Dr. Shara- 
bi said. 

"Most American leaders wo- 
uld want to keep Israel over- 
whelmingly more powerful th- 
an its Arab neighbours. Mo- 
st are sincere in their perce- 
ption that Israel is a Western 
outpost in a vitally importa- 
nt region for fie U.S. -- that 
Israel is ultimately a guardi- 
an of American interests in 
tnis region”. 

‘ When we say vita! intere- 
sts,” Dr. Sharabi added “we 
mean fie oil fields.” 

On top of fiis. Dr. Sharabi 
said, ‘ most American leade- 
rs have no real understanding 
or liking for the Arabs, or tru- 
st in the Arabs.” 

Dr. Sharabi, however, later 
qualified these remarks by sa- 
ying fiat “despite all our fr-

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ust rations, we must recognise 
that this is fie first (Ameri- 
can) administration fiat has 
gone so far. It Is too early to 
make final judgements abo- 
ut the real intentions and de- 
termination of Mr. Carter/' 

According to Dr. Sharabi, 
significance of fie recent U.S. 
sales decision not that it was 
the result of successful Arab 
lobbying, but that the Ame- 
rican administration had taken 
the Israeli lobby head on, 
and won. 

Dr. Sharabi claims fiat bis 
own association, fie NAAA, 
played a "modest part” in the 
arms sales victory, and also 
an "impo.tant part" in gett- 
ing fie Israelis to withdraw 
from Lebanon. The association 
has filed a suit against Cyrus 
Vance and fie U.S. administra- 
tion for failure to act to stop 
Israeli violations of the U.S. 
Arms Export Control Act. 

At fie beginning of July, 
the U.S. government must an- 
swer these charges in court. 
The NAAA would then have 
to decide whether it could af- 
ford the enoimous legal expe- 
nse of pursuing the case. 

The association. Dr. Sharabi 
explained, works wifi a budg- 
et of around S250.000 a year, 
and gets no support from Ar- 
ab governments or foreign ag- 
encies. “We are an Ameri- 
can group - - that Is our pow- 
er," he said. 

Actual lobbying is a minor 
part of fie association’s ac- 
tivities, according to Dr. Sha- 
rabi. The NAAA. he said also 
provides backing for sympath- 
etic politicians at all levels. 

The association aims t° at- 


tack stereotyped images of 
Arabs as they appear in the 
media and school textbooks. 
"Once we get a really juicy 
piece" of prejudice. Dr. Sha- 
rabi said, the association wo- 
uld pounce wifi legal action. 

The NAAA, he said, also tr- 
ies to encourage Arab culture 
and has sponsored tours of Arab 
folk troupes - - like the one fr- 
om Jordan which visited fie 
U.S. recently. ‘They leave a 

profound impact." he said. 

Arab-Americans should be 
able to profit from the wealth 
of the Arab World, Dr. Sha- 
rabi feels. With a view to this, 
the association is drawing up 
a professional and business re- 
gister of its members who wo- 
u : d have services to offer in the 
Arab Wor’d. There is also a 
project to set up some kind 
of an Arab-American company, 
whose profits would go to fie 
Arab community in the U.S. 

Asked about other Arab lo- 
bbies in America, Dr. Sharabi 
said fie recently opened PLO 
office could have practically 
no impact “in its present sha- 
pe". 

"It is just a Palestinian in- 
formation office -- more sym- 
bolic fian anything else”. 

Dr. Sharabi did not seem to 
attach much importance to the 
role played by American re- 
presentatives of the Saudi Ar- 
abian government in the battle 
leading up to the arms sale 
decision. 

"Arab embassies,” he went 
on” reflect the paralysis fiat 
their governments find them- 
selves' in.” 

Asked in conclusion wheth- 
er he was optimistic about the 


general outlook. Dr, ShaxaM 
replied: ‘l hope I am opti- 
mistic. But I am not thinking 
in those terms. The fading fi- 
at I would express is one of 
outrage and anger. The Arab 
side is leaving fie initiative 
and basic moves to the two 
ofier parties in the triangle/' 
If only the Arabs could for- 
mulate a collective demand 
for Israeli withdrawal and Pk- 
cst inian setf -determination, th- 
ey would have fie support of 
fie U.S., Dr. Sharabi believes. 
His general thesis indeed ap- 
peared to be that there was no 
alternative for the Arabs but 
to go on working through the 
U.S. This is a position which 
Dr. Sharabi regrets, because, 
deprived of fie military option, 
fie Arabs are compelled to ne- 
gotiate from a position of co- 
mparative inferiority. 

Asked whether he thought 
that war was out of fie ques- 
tion Dr. Sharabi said fiat 
while the Arabs knew fiat 
it would be suicidal to atta- 
ck Israel at the moment, “th- 
ere is a definite possibility fi- 
at Israel will strike". This he 
said is "conceivable, not proba- 
ble". but it is a possibility th- 
at cannot be excluded. 

"Israel is isolated now ” Dr. 
Sharabi said. And it Is possible 
to conceive of a situation- in 
which "U.S. and world press- 
ure would make it feel so tr- 
apped as to make the military 
option attractive/ 1 
There ore only two places 
where Israel would strike. Dr. 
Sharabi said : -- Syria or Jo- 
rdan - - and its might

Saudi interest in RSS 


After the dosing of the Conference of Arab 
Central Bankers the delegates visited the Royal 
Scientific Society where they were shown a 
film on its activities and toured the facilities 
of the Society. 

The film, although slightly outdated, gave 
a clear idea of the society's activities including 
its research and development of building mate- 
rials that are locally available and suitable for 
use in the near East, scientific testing and set- 
ting of standards of all sorts for materials, the 
joint research project into solar energy being 
conducted in Aqaba with German participation, 
the computer services and economic research 
undertaken by the society. 

At question time the greatest interest was 
expressed by the head of the Saudi Arabian 
delegation Dr. DMA. Jamjoom, head of the 
Research Development of the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency. He plied the Society's offi- 
cials with questions on the running costs of 
an institute such as the RSS and the number of 
staff required to perform its functions. 


Moderating business profits 


A review of the Jordanian economy recent- 
ly published by Royal Scientific Society recom- 
mends that in the interests of curbing infla- 


tion businessmen to Jordan should reduce their 
profit margin. Few are Hkely to respond to 
such a re co m mendation but I recently had the 
opportunity to ask Dr. Bassaxn Saket, head of 
the Economics Department of the RSS what he 
thought the prevailing profit margins were. 

After some coaxing he said -- pointing out 
that there were no research figures available 
- - that the “average" profit margin must be at 
least 40 per cent and in some cases consider- 
ably higher. He referred to a recent TV prog- 
ramme investigating the costs and prices of ■ 
vehicle spare parts. While crude. It nevertheless 
clearly indicated that some traders were mak- 
ing profits of over 100 per cent on their sales. 

What margins does the RSS have in mind 
for public-minded businessmen who "reduce" 
their profits? 

Given that inflation -- according to the 
most conservative government index - - is run- 
ning at over 14 per cent per year, Dr. Saket 
believes that no one could be happy with a 
profit margin of less than 30 per cent in these 
times.

OTTAWA, (F.T.) - The child was 
sick with chicken pox. pneumonia, 
and high fever.

The incident took place in a 
remote area of northern Canada, 
during a telemedicine experiment. 
Telemedicine —literally, medicine 
over distance --is the use of tele- 
communications channels such as 
radio, television, telephone and 
satellite to deliver health care.

DACCA. Bangladesh (AP). — 
Gen. Zia R ahman, having em- 
erged as a strong and popular 
leader, must now lorge what 
observers say will be a diffi- 
cult transition from martial law 
to democracy and a blueprint for 
getting one of the world’s po- 
orest nations away from, the 
edge of economic and social 
disaster. 

Gen. Zia, talking to report- 
ers shortly after his landslide 
presidential victory earlier this 
month, called on foreign frien- 
ds, especially in the West, to 
"give us a big push” towards 
an economic take-off and away 
from dependance on aid hand- 
outs- 

Bangladesh already receives 
berween S800 million and $1 
billion a year in aid, about a 
third of it from the United St- 
ates. This is more than the co- 
untry can absorb and there is 
currently between $1.3b. and 
$l-5b. backed up in the aid 
“pipeline". 

Reforms needed 

_ United Nations and diploma- 
tic sources here almost unani- 
mously stress that rather than 
even bigger hunks of aid, the 
Dacca government urgently De- 


fer health programme, has 
assigned high priority to the need 
for communications for the health 
sector. It specifically suggests 
two-way radio and satellite com- 
munications as alternatives that 
developing countries might fol- 
low. 

The economics seem right, 
especially compared to the 
expense of expanding (or establ- 
ishing) land-based com- 
munications systems.

Health care via satellite may 
never become as commonplace as 
the use of a stethoscope, nor as 
comforting as the- “laying on of 
hands” by a human health worker.

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World Football Cup 

Italy, Brazil must 
battle for 3rd place 

BUENOS AIRES, June 24 (R). — Italy and Brazil today set the scene for 
tomorrow’s World Cup final when they play for third place in the competi- 
tion, a poor consolation for the two soccer giants who are more accustomed 
to occuyping the limelight themselves- 


The two nations have won 
five of the last ten World Cups 
between them and are bitterly 
disappointed not to reach this 
year’s final after coming so 
close. 

The places Brazil and Italy 
think should be theirs will be 
occupied by Holland and Argen- 
tina, neither of whom have ev- 
er won soccer's greatest prize 
before. They will fight out the 
final in the electric atmosphere 
of Buenos Aires’ River Plate 
Stadium on Sunday, watched by 
80,000 spectators and a world 
television audience of 1.5 bil- 
lion. 

Supporters of Brazil and 
Italy think their teams should 
be playing in the River Plate 
tomorrow -and not today and 
say the third place match is the 
“real" final. But the greatest 
problem for the two nations 
will be to recover their morale 
and motivation enough to give 
a display to satisfy the dem- 
anding public at home. 

There is heavy gloom in the 
Italian camp and manager En- 
zo Bearzot has bitterly accused 
the Dutch of using systematic 
violence to throw Italy off th- 
eir stride to win their crucial 
second round match 2-1. 


But Mr. Bearzot has said be- 
ating mjgfaty Brazil would be a 
great achievement in itself and 
his players will do their duty 
tomorrow. Both Mr. Bearzot 
and the players agree third pla- 
ce would certainly be better th- 
an fourth. 

But the match for third place 
is traditionally a tepid affair 
compared with the final. Tom- 
orrow, both Argentina and Hol- 
land will be attempting to win 
the Cup for the first time. 

Both teams have injury wor- 
ries, but Argentina’s look more 
serious as it could result in the 
absence of Osvaldo Ardiles, 
one of the most gifted midfield 
players in the tournament. 

Mr. Ardiles sprained an an- 
kle in the match against Braz- 
il and missed the game against 
Peru. Manager Cesar Menoti 
said he was still hoping that 
Mr. Ardiles would be fit, but 
the likelihood is that Omar 
Larrosa, Mr. Ardiles’ under- 
study against Peru, will conti- 
nue. 

Otherwise Argentina will be 
at full strength with Leopoldo 
Luque and Mario Kempes, sco- 
rers of eight of their team's 12 
goals, carrying the nation's 
hopes. 


Holland's fitness doubt con- 
cerns goalkeeper Piet Schrijv- 
ers, who was injured in the ga- 
me against Italy when he was 
accidentally kicked on the knee 
by teammate Eray Brandts who 
was trying to prevent the first 
Italian goal. 

The match is expected to be 
full of attacking football as bo- 
th teams have shown a refresh- 
ing appetite for goals during 
the qualifying competition. 
They are the top-scoring teams 
in the tournament, Holland hav- 
ing scored 14 goals and Argen- 
tina 12. 

Holland, motivated by fit- 
again Johan Neeskens in mid- 
field, have shown their ability 
to score match-winning goals 
with long range shots and will 
give the Argentines plenty of 
problems with their "total foot- 
ball'' in which players are in- 
terchangeable and there are 
few fixed positions. 

Argentina play a more orth- 
odox game with Daniel Pass- 
arella, captain and sweeper, 
driving the team from the ba- 
ck.

WEEKLY WALL STREET 


NEW YORK, June 24 (AP). 
— Just a few weeks ago, the 
arrival of higher interest rates 
was being greeted with unusual 
enthusiasm on Wall Street. 

But traditional fears over ti- 
ght credit have surfaced again 
as stock prices have begun to 
slip. 

Rising interest rates are sup- 
posed to mean foiling stock 
and bond prices as investors 
attempt to increase yields on 
their securities. But this spring, 
stock prices were rising as in- 
terest rates climbed. 

The higher rates were said 
to be good news- because tEey 
would help check- inflation! The 
rising cost of money in the 
short-run would be outweighed 
by the slowdown in cost-of- 
living gains, the optimists said. 

“Now you throw the same 
news out and the market faiiS 
apart,” commented Larry Wa- 
chtel at Bache Halsey Stuart 
Shields. 

The interest-rate rise was in 
part attributable to Federal Res- 


erve action. The FED, Fearful 
that the growth of the nation's 
money supply over the past 15 
months was exceeding its tar- 
gets, has been tightening cre- 
dit as its contribution to the 
fight against inflation. 

According to David Jones at 
Aubrey G. Lanston and Co. Inc., 
that policy should be continu- 
ing. In the past week, the FED 
let the key target rate of “fed- 
eral funds”, the name for lo- 
ans among banks, move up 1/4- 
point to 7 3/4 per cent. “They 
might wait a week or two be- 
fore considering pushing it up 
to 8 per cent. They're going to 
let the' dust settle- a bit,” he 
said. 

In addition, the spread bet- 
ween the discount rate - -the 
FED’S charge on short-term 
“emergency” loans to member 
banks -- and the federal funds 
rate has widened to 3/4 of a 
percentage point. 

“At 7 per cent, loans at the 
'discount window’ are mushro- 
oming. The FED has become a

cheap source of funds, and the 
FED doesn’t like this,” said 
Jones.

East shifted to a club, 
and declarer's queen was 
topped by the king and ace.

The mistake occurred 
very early in the play, at the 
time when more errors are 
committed Lhan at any other.

When West leads a heart 
at trick one, declarer must 
play dummy's jack. Whether 
Or not East covers, declarer 
is assured of a fast reentry 
to his hand. If East covers, 
declarer forces out the ace 
of diamonds and can then 
crosS' to the ten of hearts 
to discard dummy's losing 
club on the high diamond.

SALISBURY, June 24 (R). — Thirteen whites -- missionaries and their 
families, including girls and a month-old baby - - have been killed by black 
nationalist guerrillas near the Mozambique border, a military spokesman 
said today. 


He said the guerrillas entered 
a mission near Umtali in eas- 
tern Rhodesia last night, roun- 
ded up all the black children 
at a school and slaughtered the 
entire mission staff. 

The mission bdonged to the 
Pentecostal Mission Church, 
which has its headquarters in 
Cheltenham, England, a church 
source said. 

The mission, called Eliza, co- 
ntained a black high school for 
girls and boys with about 250 
pupils, the source said. 

A military spokesman said 
about ten guerrillas took part 


in the attack, killing three men, 
two women, seven girls and the 
baby. 

The identities of the dead 
were not immediately released. 

The church source said the 
Elim mission was until nine 
months ago run by the An- 
glican Chnrrh under the name 
of Sagle School, 

The attack on the mission 
station was the worst reported 
in the bloody five-year bush 
war. 

In February, 1977, three Je- 
suit missionaries and four Do- 
minican sisters were killed at 


Somali guerrillas destroy train 
on reopened Ethiopian railway 


MOGADISHU, June 24 (R). — Somali guerrillas said today 
they attacked a train on the key Addis Ababa-to-Djibouti rail- 
way within a day of its reopening after being shut down for a 
year by the Ogaden war. 

Id their bulletin issued here, the guerrillas said they ambu- 
shed a train carrying more than 140 Ethiopian soldiers bet- 
ween the railway towns of Adi gala and Aysha. 

They said they destroyed the train, but did not indicate 
whether the track was damaged. 

The line was blown up in the same area by Somali guer- 
rillas in early June of last year as a prelude to the Ogaden war. 

Ethiopian engineers have worked to repair the track since 
the end of the conventional war in March and the first train 
completed the stretch between Dire Dawa and Djibouti last 
Saturday. 

The attack on the train appears to be part of a new con- 
certed campaign by the guerrillas, who recently said they had 
captured the main town in the south of Ogaden, the military 
base of Gode, which has the vast semi-desert region's only con- 
crete runway. 

Officials of the Western Somali Liberation Front (WSLF), 
which said it took control of Gode, said their latest reports 
indicated there was continued fighting in the area, about 200 
kilometres (125 miles) from the Somali frontier. 

Radio Mogadishu said Ethiopian jets recently attacked five 
towns and villages between its northern regional capital 1 Har- 
geisa and the border, killing ten people and injuring 43. 

Ethiopia has so far made no comment on the reports from 
Gode or Hargeisa. . . _ 


Musarai in northeastern Rho- 
desia in the previous worst in- 
cident of its kind. 

Recently missionaries have 
increasingly become victims of 
the war. 

Since the beginning of this 
month, two Roman Catholic 
brothers - - a West German and 
a Swiss -- two British Salva- 
tion Army missionaries and an 
American Baptise have been 
killed at their stations. Dozens 
of mission schools have been 
forced to close by guerrilla ac- 
tivity. 

The Roman Catholics. Salva- 
tionists and Baptists all blam- 
ed guerrillas for the killings. 
In the past, the Patriotic Front 
guerrilla alliance has blamed 
security forces for the deaths 
of missionaries --an allegation 
strongly denied by the Salis- 
bury authorities.

— President Mobutu Sese Seko 
today offered an amnesty to exiled political foes as part ™ a 
programme for domestic reform in Zaire following last mon- 
th's invasion of Shaba province by Angola-based rebels. 

He told a mass rally at Nsele. about 25 miles (40 km.) 
northeast of here, that he would put the proposal to the ruling 


Legislative Council. 

He said the return of the exiles and refugees - - there are 
believed to be about 200,000 Lunda tribesmen in Angola alone 
-- would be under the supervision cf the United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees and the Organisation of African 
Unity (OAU). , . 

President Mobutu said that apart frem those m Angola there 
were refugees in the neighbouring states of Sudan. Rwanda and 
Burundi, the official AZAP news agency said. 

The president also angrily criticised army and national 
gendarmerie forces who have been extorting money from 
civilians in random road blocks and elsewhere. 

He called on members of the public to report such inci- 
dents in an effort tp end the abuse. 

The speech was President Mobutu's first address to & mass 
public rally since the invasion of mineral-rich Shaba. 

As expected, it contained signs that he was willing to in- 
troduce domestic reforms that would satisfy Western countries 
trying to put together an aid package to help Zaire out of its 
economic mess. 

Internal reconciliation was believed to be among Che points 
sought by the West, especially with the Shaba province 
Lund as. 

However, President Mobutu has ali along been insistent that 
the multi-million dollar aid programme would not be condi- 
tional. 

During his hour-long speech, given in local L in gala dialect, 
he repeated accusations that the Soviet Union and Cuba had 
supported the Shaba insurrection. 

President Mobutu returned here yesterday after holding 
urgent talks with President Bongo of Gabon in Libreville. 


Air attack by Rhodesian troo 
leaves 19 dead, says Mozambiqm

MAPUTO. Mozambique. June 
24 (AP). — Helicopter-borne 
Rhodesian troops backed by 
jet fighter-bombers have again 
raided Mozambique killing 17 
refugees and two Belgian na- 
tionals, Mozambique announced 
yesterday. 

A communique issued by the 
general staff of the Mozambique 
People's Liberation forces sa- 
id the attack Thursday night 
was on the agricultural station 
of Sussundenga in Monica pro- 
vince, about 18 miles from the 
Rhodesian border. 

Rhodesian forces also attack- 
ed the Mansangena district 
where fighting was still in pro- 
gress, the communique said. 

There was no immediate co- 
mment from the Rhodesian mi- 
litary command in Salisbury. 

“The enemy murdered 17 re- 
fugees who were in transit to 
a refugee camp and a Belgian 
and his wife who were both 
technicians from the U.N. Fo- 
od and Agricultural Organisa- 
tion," the communique said of 
the attack on Sussundenga. The 
Belgians were not identified. 

"The troops also kidnapped 
a group of men and children 
who were studying at the ex- 
perimental station,” the state- 
ment added. 

The communique gave no> in- 
dication of how many Rhodes- 


ian troops were involved in the 
incursions. 

Rhodesia has mounted more 
than 350 “acts of aggression”

The verdict was read by pre- 
siding judge Guido Baibaro, 
but the defendants remained in 
their celis, at the nearby Nuove 
prison, and made it known, 
through lawyers, they were not 
interested in the decision by 
“a court of the regime."

CAIRO. (AP). — Egypt, a 
country with 40 million people 
crowded into a narrow strip of 
fertile land along the Nile Riv- 
er, has launched a “green revo- 
lution" to irrigate the desert 
in an attempt to feed a popu- 
lation which is expected to re- 
ach 100 million by the year 
2000 . 

The green revolution, Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's rallying 
cry for agricultural expansion, 
is designed to increase Egypt’s 
farmland by nearly 50 per cent 

Egypt launched a land recla- 
mation programme in 1954 but 
it lost momentum in 1967 when 
the war with Israel slowed an 
already faltering economy. Few 
reclamation projects were la- 
unched in the past decade. 

This year, Egypt set aside 
324,000 acres for land reclama- 
tion efforts by the government, 
private companies, community 
councils and individuals. By the 
year 2000, a total of 2.8 million 
acres are to be reclaimed. 

Mr. Sadat, In a series of tours 
of his nation, has been the 
green revolution's biggest bo- 
oster -- in nationally televised 
speeches, in ceremonies to 
hand out land deeds, in “meet- 
the-people" talks with farmers. 

Today, Egypt counts a total 
of seven million acres of farm- 
land - - less than three per 
cent of the whole country -- 
and even that figure is ques- 
tionable. It includes one million 
acres of reclaimed land and 
six million acres of traditional 
farmland. But those six million 
acres have shrunk to five mil- 
lion in the past quarter-century, 
because while agricultural en- 
gineers were busy recl aiming 
one million acres of new land* 
one million acres of old land 
was lost to urban sprawl. 

While land reclamation is the 
government's publicly announc- 
ed policy, some agricultural ex- 
perts privately express doubts 
about its success and cite the 
many problems: high costs, sl- 
ow rate of return, difficulty in 
persuading city dwellers to mo- 
ve to barren lands where they 
must spend years turning them 
into productive fields. 

The average cost of reclaim- 
ing land in the past 24 yearn 
was 923 U.S. dollars an acre. 
Today, the government esti- 
mates It will cost $2,300 an 
acre and the land will take at 
least ten years to reach the 
break-even point. When -- or 
*f -- the new land reaches 
peak production, it will never 
have as high a yield as the 
traditional farmland along the 
Nile, cultivated since the time 


of the pharaohs and nourished 
by the mud and water of the 
ancient river. 

To finance the cost of irriga- 
tion, chemical 1 soil enrichment 
and building new villages and 
roads, Egypt must turn to pri- 
vate companies at home, mo- 
ney-lending institutions abroad 
and foreign investors. 

Citing these problems, some 
agriculture experts suggest that 
Egypt should concentrate on 
improving yields in the tradi- 
tional lands along the Nife in- 
stead of trying to reclaim the 
desert. 

Egyptian officials say the 
cost of improving traditional 
lands is about $36 an acre. In 
addition to being far cheaper 
than reclaiming new lands;, it 
produces results within one or 
two years. 

"This method -- improving 
drainage, adding gypsum to co- 
rrect alkalinity - - may increase 
the cash value of crops by 
$150 an acre," said Dr. Ahmed 
A1 Shabassy, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Agri- 
culture Ministry's Executive 
Authority for Land Improve- 
ment Projects. 

“There is a great debate wh- 
ether to go into the tradition- 
al lands or to go into the de- 
sert," he added. “In my opin- 
ion, in spite of the fact that 
concentration on the cultivated 
lands may be giving very quick 
results compared with the land 
reclamation projects, our po- 
pulation increase is so terrific- 
that both programmes should 
go at the same time parallel." 

Government officials say the- 
re is no breakdown of the yiel- 
ds for specific crops on new 
lands and old lands, but both 
Egyptian and Western agricul- 
ture experts agree that Egypt's 
yield per acre is one of the 
highest in the worHt 

In addition to extremely high 
yields, Egypt is blessed with 
three growing seasons, while 
most areas of the world have 
only one or two. Fanners also 
double up on their crops, pl- 
anting quick-growing things 
like onions between the rows 
Of slowly maturing crops like 
cotton. 

Despite the success of the 
traditional lands, Egypt has no 
choice but to go into the de- 
sert. 

"We are obliged to go Into 
the very poor soils. We Egyp- 
tians must reclaim lands which 
Americans whould never dre- 
am of trying to save," one 
Egyptian soil engineer said. 
"We have no choice if we want 
to feed our people."
